WAR SECRET MAY LEAK. 

Washington, D. C., March 5.—[Special. ]— 
The ordnance department of the army is 
having trouble with congress in attempting 
to keep secret ingredients of what it asserts 
is the first successfu ursting charge for 
projectiles that has peer discovered any- 
where in the world. 

After three years of experiment work and 
exhaustive tests the ordnance experts have 
evolved ‘‘ explosive D,“ which, it is claimed, 
is proof from explosion when the projectile 
leaves the gun, and which remains unex- 
ploded until the projectile pierces the armor 
or object at which it is directed. It then ex- 


plodes within the projectile and inflicts 
damage on the object fired at. 
Japan hade her “Shimosi” during the 


Russian-Japanese war, but it proved a fal- 
ure in that the material was not able to with- 
stand the shock given to thé projectile when 
it left the gun, or when it struck the object 
aimed at. As far as is known, the United 
States is ahead of the world as regards this 
discovery, and, having conceived the de- 
struction dealing substance which practi- 
cally all nations have been endeavoring to 
find for years, the ordnance officials are 
naturally anxious to have its ingredients re- 
main a secret. 
Against the Secrecy Idea. 

Congress up to the present has succeeded in 
putting a damper on the secrecy idea by vot- 
ing the ingredients of the new explosive must 
be purchased in the open market through ad- 
vertisement, just as all other supplies of the 
army are acquired. 

Gen. Crozier, chief of the ordnance depart- 
ment, has pleaded for the privilege of huy- 
ing the chemical ingredients without adver- 
tising, so that the secret of the new burst- 
ing compound will not leak out and fall into 
the hands of other nations. He unhesitat- 
ingly says that “ explosive D ig a success. 

At Bandy Hook projectiles loaded with. it 
have been hurled by high power guns at 
heavy armor plate, and it has been carried 
intact completely through armor plate be- 
fore the explosion occurred. As far as he 
knows, the United States has beaten the 
world with the discovery. 

In order to manufacture “ explosive D,“ 
and yet maintain its secret nature, Gen. 
Crozier recommended for passage in the 
annual army appropriation bill now before 
congress a clause which provided that when- 
ever proposals are invited for the furnish- 
ing of articles of ordnance property, the cher- 
acter of which or ingredients thereof are 
of such nature that the interests of the pub- 
no service would be injured by publicly 
divulging them, the chief of the ordnance 
department is authorised to purchase such 
articles in such a manner as he may deem 
most economical and efficient.

the Joliet penitentiary for issuing fraudu- 
lent grain receipts, yesterday filed suit for 
divoree. The basis of her suit is that her hus- 
band has been convicted of a felony. 

It has taken Mrs. McReynolds nearly @ 
year to make up her mind to appeal to the 
courts, though her intention has been the 
subject of frequent rumors. McReynolds 
was sentenced to prison on March 27, 1907, 
after the Supreme court had upheld the con; 
viction of the lower court. The grain firm 
of McReynolds & Co. had failed with a dis- 
crepancy of some $600,000 between assets and 
Habilities. 

The trial of McReynolds furnished a star- 
tling example of ving beyond one’s means. 
The ruined broker confessed his personal 
and household expenses had mounted up to 
$88,000 a year while he was at*the pinnacle 
of his career. Mrs. McReynolds, on the 
witness: stand, admitted she had received 
$1,000 a month from her husband for house-, 
hold expenses until’ 1906. After financial 
difficulties began to loom up she took only 
$500 a month. 

How the Bills Mounted Up. 

The McReynoldses were known on the north 
shore and the north side for years. They 
had a house in Highland Park and another 
in Cass street, and found it necessary to 
keep three horses and numerous servants. 
McReynolds claimed at the time of his trial 
that living in such a place as Highland Park 
necessitated the expenditure of $15,000 a 
year at least to keep up a proper appearance. 
Then it is easy, he pointed out, to run the 
cost of a Woman's gown up to $300 or $500. 

It was shéwn McReynolds paid bills 
amounting to $8,100 for dry goods and other 
articles which his wife bought during the; 
last year of their life together. The broker 
said he -had not made any money for four 
years—only spent it. When asked when he 
firet became insolvent, he could not answer. 

A year before the crash of the firm the 
McReynoldses appeared to make a valiant 
effort to economize. They moved from 
Highland Park to @ cheaper house in Glen- 
coe. But the effert did not last long. Then 
Mrs. McReynolds began to develop an expen- 
sive fad—a violet farm. 

Violet Farm Precedes Crash. 

The McReynolds house was close to that of 
Gen. Charles H. Howard. With Miss Nina 
Howard Mrs. McReynolds formed a partner. 
Ship. It is said the cost of starting the violet 
farm was close to $2,000.

Mourners at Funeral of 
Lazarus Averbuch. 
GIRL PRAYS AND SOBS.

The body of Lazarus Averbuch, the an- 
archist who attenpted to kill Chief of Police 
Shippy and himself was killed, was buried 
last night in the potter’s field at Dunning. 

At least forty undertakers previously had 


| declined to ve the body burial. No friend 


of the misguided young man, not even his 
sister Olga, was present at the interment, 
as everything which might have been con- 
strued in the light of a public funeral was 
prohibited by the police and Supt. Davis of 
the county morgue. In the driving rain 
storm the body was laid in a spot known as 
No. 1,196 of block 1 of the desolate potter's 
field. : 

A pathetic scene was enacted in the morgue 
in the afternoon when a simple form of or- 
thodox Jewish burial rite was held over the 
body by Olga Averbuch, Rose Stern, and 
Sam Dort, a friend of the girls. With tears 
streaming down her cheeks Olga and her 
two companiong knelt beside the body of

Assist- 
ant Chief Schuettler had warned her not to 
take the body torher rooms at 218 Washburn 
avenue, for fear of attracting a big crowd 
of morbid spectators and possibly anarch- 
ists. She was without funds and no under- 
taker could be found who seemed willing to 
bury the body, even if she had had the money. 

Harry Pine, landlord at 218 Washburn ave- 
nue, also refused to permit Olga to take her 
brother's body to the house. When Olga and 
her two friends reported this, it was ar- 
ranged by the police and Supt. Davis to bury 
the body in the potter's field. 

The girl was promised, however, that she 
would be allowed to exhume the body when- 
ever she could make arrangements to hav 
it buried in a Jewish cemetery. ö 

We duried the body in the potter’s field 
with Miss Averbuch's consent,” said Supt. 
Davis. “It is a temporary arrangement, 
however, as she probably will have the body 
exhumed as soon as she can raise the funds 
necessary for a funeral and a lot in a Jewish | 
cemetery,’’ . 


Averbuch’s Dime Novel Tale. 


What at first was taken for a confession 
of two previous murders was found in the 
effects of Averbuch in the Washburne ave- 
nue house. It was a manuscript written in 
the Russian language, in the chirography of 
the young anarchist. 

It was a thrilling and a bloody tale that 
was unfolded to Assistant Chief Schuettler 
from this manuscript by the translator. The 
account, which was written in the first per- 
son, was that of a domestic tragedy in 
Kisheneff, where the Averbuchs lived. The 
tale described the happy married life of the 
narrator until suspicions of his wife’s con- 
duct began to dawn upon him. Arriving 
home late one night he discovers his wife 
and his brother together. After a highly 
colored altercation, the husband shoots his 
wife dead and kills his brother. Then he 
fiees from Russia to America. 

This had all the earmarks of a confession 
of a double crime. But it turned out upon 
investigation that the young man, who was 
only 19 years old, never was married and 
that his brother is only 15. Schuettler con- 
cluded the narrative was merely an attempt 
at the composition of dime novel literature. 


Olga’s Tale of Massacre. 


Olga and Rosa Stein were surprised at the 
order of release which was brought to them 
by Detective Mills in the morning. Olga 
cried when she left the care of Matron 
Murphy. She said she was going home, after 
attending her brother's burial, and wanted to 
be left alone for a few days before going 
back to work. The girl told a dramatic story 
of her experiences in the Kisheneff massacre. 

“It was holiday time,“ she said, and 
everywhere it was cried, * Kill the Jews.’ 
We locked the doors of our house and never 
went to sleep, for outside we hedrd wild 
sounds. 

All around us were Christians. We were 
the only Jewish family in four blocks. One 
day the people gathered outside the hall and 
said: ‘There are Jews in there. Let us 
kill them.” I heard them knocking on the 
doors, but I had barred them tight. 

“At last they threw stones at the door and 
pounded harder. I told my father and sister 
and brother to fall on the floor as though 
dead. My mother had fainted. The door fell. 
in and they came. They saw my father and 
mother and the others on the floor. 

They are dead,’ they said, and seemed 
sorry not to kill them. Then they saw me. 
A big man with a beard came over to me. 


Saves Life by Giving Gold. 

I would like to kill you, little girl,’ he 
said. Have you gold?’ I shook my head, 
and then he took me by the throat. 

“*Give me money,’ he said. ‘I wish to 
buy wine.’ I reached down and gave him 
all the money we had—§25. He called to 
the rest, and they cheered and went away. 

Little girl, I will come and kill you to- 
morrow,’ said the big man as he left. Then 
I knew nothing more for a long time. We 
did not wait for him to come next day. We 
all went to Germany. My sister's hair turned 
white soon after that. Ah, my life has been 
a hard one. All alone in this country now, 
without friends, all I can do is to die.“

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PATE HITS WICKEDEST WOMAN 


Notorious Mollie Mott Possibly 
Blinded by Man Associate. 


Desperate Pistol Fight Waged to Cap- 
ture Well Known Thief. 


Suffering from burns that may destroy her 
eyesight, ** Mollx Mott, sometimes styled 
by the police the wickedest woman in the 
world,” is held at the Harrison street police 
station as a witness against her assailant, 
Matthew McDonald. 

McDonald is locked up at the Twenty-sec- 
ond street station awaiting the outcome of 
the woman’s injuries. A pdlice physician's 
report will be sent to Capt. McCann today 
and he will then determine on what charges 
McDonald will be arraigned. 

Her head, face, and arms swathed in band- 
ages, McDonald's victim writhed in agony all 
night and required the constant attention of 
an ambulance doctor and the police matron. 
When brought to the station she declared 
that McDonald, with whom she lived at 2688 
Fifth avenue, threw a kettle of boiling water 
on her yesterday afternoon. The extent of 
her injuries is not yet known, as the band- 
ages have not been removed from her eyes. 
There is fear, however, that she may lose 
the sight of one eye and perhaps both. 


Known as Wickedest Woman.”

Furious Battle with Bullets. 


In the meantime Scanlan had barricaded 
the hall door with a heavy bar ofiron. He 
and Molly sought safety from attack in a 
bedroom, which they also barricaded with 
articles of furniture. 

The police were unable to batter down the 
hall door and reinforcements were called. 
Inspector John Bonfield with seventy-five ad- 
ditional men led in the assault on the door, 
| which fell under the blows of a battering 
ram. As the police burst the door Scanlan 
fired a volléy of shots from the bedroom 
and the attacking party fled down the stair- 
way. 

Several crack shots of the force took a 
position on the roof of an adjoining building 
and for two hours poured round after round 
into the room that sheltered Scanlan and the 
woman. 

Scanian sent back shot for shot, Molly 
loading the brace of revolvers for him, until 
after two hours of a rain of lead he was cap- 
tured by Bonfield. 


Doors Battered with Axes. 


Bonfield with six picked men shielding 
themselves with a mattress and with axes 
made onslaught on the door of the bedroom. 
Bullets crashed through tae door every few 
seconds at the police, but ‘t finally yielded to 
the assault. Both Scanlan and the woman 
were shot several times, none of their wounds 
being serious. 

Scanlan went to the penitentiary fora long 
term of years and Mollx accompanied 
him. Her sentence was for two years and 
on her return to Chicago she married a man 
named Fogarty.

NOW BRIDEWELL PRISONER.

Samuel L. Ellis, for twenty-seven years a 
trusted employé of the S. T. Fish company, 
189 South Water street, is in a dangerous 
condition at the bridewell from the effecta cf 
two deep scalp wounds, the origin of which 
is a mystery. 

A receiving clerk at the bridewell discoy- 
ered the wounds last Friday, when Ellis was 
taken to the institution in the patrol wagoa 
from the Desplaines street station. 

Officials at the police station say the man 


was uninjured when he was brought there 
from the Bast Chicago avenue station at 


noon last Friday, after he had deen gen- 
tenced to the bridewell to work out a $45 fire 
for disorderly conduct imposed by Judze 
Torrison. 


Friends Conduct Investigation. 


When did the man receive the wounds, and 
in what manner? Were the cuts on his head 
when he was arrested early Friday morning 
at North Clark and Schiller streets and re- 


mained unnoticed by the police and court 
officials? Was he the victim of robbers or 


enemies, who waylaid and beat him, or were 
the cuts the result of a fall on the sidewalk 
while intoxicated? are among the questions 
that his friends who are investigating the 
case are asking. 

When arrested Ellis seemed to be intoxi- 
cated, and the effects had not entirely dis- 
appeared when he was taken to the bride- 
well, according to the officials at the institu- 
tion. He was said to be on the verge of 
delirium tremens. 

His friends, among them his employer, on 
the other hand, are Inclined to doubt this, and 
advance the opinion that tne man’s irrational 
condition was due to the effects of the neg- 
lected cuts on his head. 


Employer Doubts Reports. 


Ellis has worked for me for twenty- 
seven years, said Mr. Fish, and, whilel 
knew that he was a moderate drinker, I 
have never in all that time known him to 
be powerless from drink.“ 

Ellis’ arrest was not learned by his em- 
ployer or friends until last Monday. He 
had been absent then from his work and 
home since last Thursday, the day before 
he was arrested. He was sent home Thurs- 
day noon by Mr. Fish when he complained 
of feeling III. 

P. J. Leonard was instructed by Mr. Fish 
to learn all he could about the origin of his 
injuries and why ‘none of the man’s friends 
had been notified of the matter. 


Critically III in Hospital. 

Supt. J. L. Whitman of the bridewell said 
he knew nothing of the man's condition until 
he received a report from the clerk who had 
received Ellis when he was brought to the 
bridewell. This report was that the man was 
suffering from two scalp wounds and that 
both his eyes and other parts of his face were 
blackened and bruised. 

Mr. Whitman at once ordered him to be 
sent to the hospital and Dr. Sceleth attended 
him. The physician diagnosed the case as 
traumatic meningitis, resulting from injuries 
such as were found on Ellis’ head and face. 

When Mr. Fish learned last night that Ellis 
was sinking and might not survive the night 
he asked Dr. James K. Moorehead, 6068 Hal- 
sted street, to examine Ellis. The latter’s 
diagnosis agreed with that of the bridewell 
physician.

The governor characterized the present 
statutory evasion of the constitution as 80 
far simply the victory of unscrupulous money 
power over the people of the state.” 

They say gambling is a vice inherent in 
human nature—that you can’t stop it. Well, 
we have stopped the lotteries of other times. 

J have repeatedly said that I am not 
against horse training or racing or race- 
tracks. There is much to be said for the 
view that they could be successfully con- 
ducted without racetrack gambling. But, 
however that may be, this I know: that it is 
my duty to stand for the constitution and 
do all that I may properly do in my power to 
secure the abolition of the evils which flow 
from these public plague spots now existing 
under what amounts to legal protection. And 
in this course I am glad to know that I have 
the support of the great majority of the citi- 
zens of this Empire state.”

WEEPS IN THE COURTROOM. 


Marian Grey Must Furnish Names of 
Bona Fide Clients.“ 


A blow at the affinity industry was struck 
in the city council yesterday afternoon whem 
an ordinance prohibiting the operations of 
matrimonial agencies was introduced by Ald. 
Derpa... The measure has the approval of the 
federal authorities who are warring on the 
marriage bureaus. 

The ordinance makes it unlawful for any 
person to solicit or accept fees as an agent 
for the purpose ot promoting a marriage, and 
also prohibits matrimonial advertising either 
in periodicals or cipeulape. The offense ig 
made a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
trom $100 to 86000. ' $i ö 2 
The proposed law was referred to the com- 
mitte on judiciary. Some curiosity existe 
regarding whether there will be opposition to 
the passage of the ordinance and the persons 
who will be ‘bold enough fo undertake it. 
The authorities assert that a strong ordl- 
nance wili wipe out a tremendous amount of 
fraud perpetrated by Chicago matrimonial 
agencies, this city being one of the head- 
quarters of the affinity trust. 


Text of the Ordinance. 

The ordinance provides that— 

“It shall be unlawful for any person or 
corporation to advertise by any means or in 
any way to act as agent between a man 
and a woman, for any fee, or commission, 
for the purpobe of promoting a marriage, or 
an acquaintance intended to result.in mar- 
riage; and any person or corporation con- 
victed thereof shall be fined not less than 
$100 nor more than §500 for each offense. 

Any person or corporation who shall seek 
of solicit any financial or other considera- 
tion from another for services in negotiat- 
ing betwecu a man or a woman for the pur- 
pose of promoting a marriage shall be guilty 
of a midemeanor, and on conviction shall be 
fined not. less than 5100 nor more than §500 
for each offense.” 

The ordinance was accompanied by an 
opinion from Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney S. S. Shirer affirming its le-. 
gality. 

Accuses Federal Officials. 

Marian Grey, convicted of using the mails 
to defraud in conducting a matrimonial bu- 
reau, made charges against certain United 
States officials which did not bear investiga- 
tion, when her motion for a new trial came 
up before Judge Landis. 

She succeeded, however, in having action 
postponed. The court gave her until March 
16 to produce one bona fide widow registered 
with her ‘“‘ Searchlight) club’ who commis- 
sioned her to procure a husband, and she 
also was told to give the name of a man to 
whom she sent this widow's *‘ credentials.” 

“I destroyed my records because I was 
advised to do so by Postoffice Inspector 
Stuart,“ said the defendant, and I pleaded 
guilty because Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Shirer said I would get off 
with a fine of §200. Later I changed my plea 
because I believed I would be sent to jail,” 
Then she wept. 


Charges Denied by Shirer. 

“I made no misrepresentations to her what- 
ever, said Mr. Shirer. She told me she 
quit the business and ‘ fired’ her lawyer. I 
never mentioned anything about $200 or any 
other sum. The only thing I did aay Was that 
the court probably would be more lenient if 
she pleaded guilty than if an expensive trial 
was made mecessary. This was said after 
she had entered her plea. . 

At this point the court asked her if she 
could produce one bona fide widow such as 
she advertised. I had a list of 150 who were 
worth at least $10,000 each, she said. “I 
cannot give their names because my records 
are destroyed. I can think of several, but 
their addresses have slipped my mind.” 

The parties she names will be summoned as 
witnesses.

Had Complete Counterfeiting Outfit. 
“Why We Should Be Lazy,” is the title of 
one of the books found at Rothe’s house. 
Rothe had one of the most complete coun- 
terfeiting outfits ever found in Chicago, and, 
while the gang is credited with being 
clever, their arrest was caused through the 
stupid act of McIntosh trying to have a 
Polish saloonkeeper of South Chicago give 
him a $65 bill for five spurious coins. At first 
McIntosh mdfntained ‘a discreet sitence, but 
Wednesday afternoon he began confessing, 
and kept it up until he quit the witness stand. 
Until this testimony was given, thé case 
looked comperatively weak against all of the 
defendants except McIntosh, Tobias, and 
Rothe. No particular attention was paid to 
the women, as it was figured they would be 
let go. As McIntosh reeled off his story, the 
secret service men got busy, and became 
much worried over Mrs. Jensen. j 


Surprises Friends by Confessing. 

Tobias assumed the attitude of the in- 
jured innocent when asked whether he 
would waive his preliminary hearing. 

“No sir,“ he replied, put McIntosh and 
Rothe on the stand and they will clear me 
and everybody else. : 

His attorney, Marcus H.Taft, and Assistant 

United States District Attorney A. W. Mars- 
ton acquiesced. McIntosh’s words then fell 
Ifke a bomb shell in the camp of his former 
friends. 
_* IT met Tobias about eighteen months ago,” 
he said, and he told me he was turning out 
some good coin. I became his pal and later 
Loquist joined. Tobias made the coin on the 
cook stove. Some months ago we three fel- 
lews went on a speechmaking trip to the 
west. Wespoke on street corners and passed 
the hat. Whenever we struck the woods we 
manufactured the coin. 

We were in Omaha, Denver, Salt Lake 
City, San Francisco, and several places in 
Nevada. We laid a piece of glass over a 
fire, placed a silver dollar in the center of a 
pasteboard tube and poured over plaster of 
paris mixed to the consistency of milk. Then 
we turned the dollar, put the cast together, 
and had a complete mold. 


Women Expert Passers, 

We came back three months ago and 
O'Neill, his brother, Mrs. Stephens and Mrs. 
Jensen, Higgins, and Mrs. Otis became 
‘passers for us. The milling and reading on 
our coins was imperfect. : 

“Then we learned Rothe wag an expert. 
We took twenty of our dollars to him and had 
them electroplated and had the reading and 
milling perfected. Since then he has been 
one of the gang. Mrs. Jensen is one of the 
best passers I ever saw. I wanted to throw 


away twenty of our own dollars that looked 


‘brasey,’. but she took them and got rid of 
them. Tobias and Loquist were arrested in 
San Francisco, but were discharged for want 
of evidence.“ . 
Witness admitted he had a serap with 
Tobias two weeks ago. 
. Surprised in Their Homes 

Police Captain Dorman informed Capt. Por- 
ter of the secret service, and these two, with 
Operatives P. G. Drautsburg, Lawrence 
Richey, and Sergt. C. C. Barchard, made the 
other arrests. O'Neill and Loquist were 
taken at the Jensen flat, Mecca building, 
whirty-fourth and State streets. Mrs. Ste- 
phens was arrested at her flat in the Gerald 
vuilding, Twenty-sixth and State streets.

Secret service men admit they have been

After McIntosh had been heard all the pris- 
eners waived hearings, and in default of 
$2,500 bail each was committed to await ac- 
tion by the grand jury.

Coming 
to the United States he enlisted in the Bighth 
Illinois infantry at the outbreak of the re- 
bellion and served throughout the war.

Mrs 
Sarah Lieb, who resides at 1005 Lunt ave- 
nue, and two sons, Herman Lieb and Francis 
Lieb. The funeral will be held from Unity

„ We heartily approve of the laws pro- 
hibiting the pass and the rebate, and insist 
upon further legislation, state and national, 
making it unlawful for any corporation to 
contribute to campaign funds, and provid- 
ing for publication before the election of 
all individual contributions above a reason- 
able minimum. 

The centralization of power in the federal 
government at the cost of state laws was 
denounced and the enactment of a law bring- 
ing foreign corporations under the laws of 
the state was demanded. On the subject of 
trusts it contained this plank: 

„We favor the vigoroue enforcement of 
e criminal law against trusts and trust 
gnatés, and demand the enactment of such 

additional legislation as may be necessary 
to make it impossible for a priv ate monopoly 
to exist in the United States.“ 


Tariff Reform Urged. 

The tariff. reform now offered by part of 
the repubMcan party was praised, but the 
platform declared the work should be given 
into the hands of the democrats. , On the 
question of income tax there was thfs clause:

CONGO CONCESSIONS BY KING 


Treaty Submitted to Parliament 
Shows Gifts to State. 


| Hens of Leopold Claim Magnanimous 
Otter Will Bilence Enemies. 


BRUSSELS, March 5.—The text of the new 
Congo annena tion treaty was submitted to 
parliament today by Premier Scholleert, and 
on his Métion was sent to committee without 
debate 

According to the terms of the new treaty, 
King Leopold agrees to abandon the crown 
domain and the crown foundation to Bel- 
gium. Belgium, on ite part, shall not only 
assure all the Congo obligations, amounting 
to $21,000,000, but undertake also to con- 
tintie the King's usufruct in the Congo reve- 
nues during his lifetime. Belgium is spe- 
cifically required to respect the concessions 

ranted to two Amefican companies in 1906, 
n which Thomas F. Ryan is interested. 

Ratification Is Assured. 

tn spite of the criticisms of the opposition, 
the prevailing impression in parliamentary 
circles regarding the king’s concessions 
assures the ratification of the treaty. The 
Kings friends naturally regard the treaty 
as it now standes as exceedingly magnani- 
mous. Baron Deshamps, the minister of 
state, said tonight: 

“The king presents to the nation as a gift 
a colony twenty-three times as big as Bél- 
gium, which he created and organized. Of 
the crown domain, which is larger than 
France and of extraordinary richness, he re- 
taifis nothing. Besides, he gives to the na- 
tion beautiful properties in the south of 
France which he purchased with the reve- 
nues from thé crown domain, only holding 
for himself the usufruct during his lifetime. 
More important still, he grants to the Bel-

School Architect Perkins and his assistants 
denied that any of the schools violate the 
fire ordinances. 

At the Cooper school,” said Mr. Perkins, 
“there are four swing doors in the main 
entrance, each of which opens outward. Ih 
the east and west entrances there are three 
similar doors each, and in the basement 
three doors. None of the doors is held even 
by a catch during school hours. The small- 
est child can open them with a push. 

“In each of the school buildings, with the 
exception of four or five which sill are 
heated by furnaces, the heating plants are 
isolated from the reat of the buildings, with 
no opportunity for a fire from the boilers to 
spread. The buildings that are heated by 
furnaces are merely two story buildings. 

“It is true there are old buildings in the 
city—a few-—that we are getting rid of as 
rapidly ad possible. But it is at these old 
buildings that we are exercising the great- 
est care. Since the Iroquois theater fire we 
have spent $200,000 om alterations for fire 
protection, and there are few buildings which 
do not have far better protection than that 


school building in the city in which the doors 
@o not open outward.” 


Thinks Starrett School Safe. 


„We have more than 100 pupile in the 
school, girls ranging in age from the primary 
to the high school departments,” said Miss 
McGuire, principal of the Starrett School for 
Girls, 470T Vincennes avenue, “I can well 
understand how parents in Chicago should 
feel anxious concerning their children after 
the terrible disaster in Ohio. The Starrett 
school occupies an old fashioned residence, 
two stories high. Every room, I think, has 
outside doors and windows. The house stands 
apart and in the event of a fire I cannot con- 
ceive how any of the girls could fail to es- 
cape almost within an instant. Then, too, 
the house being only two stories, there is lit- 
tle danger of children being entrapped in the 
event of a fire and so unable to escape. We 
think the house is safe from any danger from 
fire.”’

It is further said that Minister Hayashi, 
acting under ructions from the home 
government, e last night sent the first 
secretary to the minister of foreign affairs 
with the statement that in view of the aiti- 
tude of the Chinese governmént, it only re- 
mained for Japan to proceed in such manner 
as would uphold her dignity and protect 
her interests. 


Japanese Will Stand Firm. 

The Tokio newspapers urge the government 
to stand firm. The sentiment of the foreign 
office remained unchanged, and it is evident- 
ly determined not to yield a single point. It 
repeated today the statements formerly made 
that it would demand an apology and an in- 
demnity. 

The cabinet council! today may consider 
the question and steps for the future, but 
among the highest officials it is believed the 
matter will be settled without resorting to 
force. China's propositions are considered 
tantamount to a complete surrender. The 
question of cargo ie regarded as merely a 
minor one and it ie therefore thought that 
China will yield eventually. 


Claim Japs Are Bluffing. 

HONGKONG, March 6—The Japanese 
steamer Tatsu is still held at Whampoa, in 
the Canton river. The viceroy of Kwang 
Tung is determined to hold the vessel, in 
spite of orders from Peking to amicably 
settle the matter. It is said that valuable 
witnesses have been found to sustain the 
contention of the Chinese officials. It has 
also been discevered, it is asserted, that a 
eargo junk has been employed by smugglers 
in conveying arme into the interfor. The 
naval officer who obtained the information 
has been rewarded. 
The Chinese publie are convinced that 
Japan is playing a game of bluff, and that 
the arms on the Tatsu, which were con- 
signed to Macao, were intended to be after- 
ward diaposed of to revolutionists.

Reciprocity Plan Automatic. 

The reciprocity offered under this system 
is automatic. The state ment in nego- 
tiating with fereign countries must apply 
one or the other of the two tariffs in its en- 
tirety. There will be no picking and choos 
ing, no trading off of one product for another, 
no tariff negotiations as to particular arti- 
cles. The only thing the president has to do 
in the matter is to determime the question of 
facts. If any foreign country gives us the 
benefit of its lowest tariff rates, and does not 
give. preference in any article to another 
country, then our minimum tariff is pro- 
claimed, and it remains in effect just-so long 
as the foreign country keeps faith. On the 
other hand, every nation which discrim- 
inates against us by imposing a tariff greater 
than that levied on the product of any other 
country will be compelled automatically to 
pay the highest rate on the entire list of 
articles imported into the United States. 

Besides the pledge made to the country on 
behalf of the secretary of war there is vast 
interest here at the facility with which the 
flatfooted declaration for tariff revision was 
passed through an Ohio republican state 
convention, Senators Dick and Foraker are 
among the most pronounced standpatters in 
congress. Their influence always has been 
cast against revision in any form. They have 
opposed reciprocity with Cuba because of the 
beet sugar interests, and have been vigilant 
in heading off any attempt to get free weol.

In a letter from Gen. Crosier to the secre- 
tary of war, which Chairman Hull caused to 
be read in the house, the chief of the ord- 
mance bureau sets forth fully What he is 
endeavoring to accomplish in the line of 
safeguarding for the new discovery or oth- 
ers like it. The letter follows: 

Dir: I have the honor to invite your at- 
tention to the fact that this department, in 
procuring ingredients for the manufacture 
of explosives, is at times embarrassed by rea- 
eon of the fact that in advertising for pro- 
posals these ingrediente are fully described 
and undoubtedly can be furnished by several 
chemical concerns in this country. Hereto- 
fore it has been customary to procure such 
ingrediente for explosives by circular adver- 
tieements, sent to such parties only as this 
department felt reasonably sure would not 
divulge the uses to which such ingredients 
might be put by the government. 3 

“2. It has recently been held by the con- 
troller of the treasury that when such cir- 
cular advertisements are issued a copy there- 
of must be posted in a public place. If such 
pubMcation is resorted to it might result in 
the ingredients entering into the explosive 
mixtures and compounds being known, and 
probably foreign nations would be informed 
of the character of the explosives used by 
this government, This office has in view at 
present an explosive to be used as a bursting 
charge for shells. The mixture of this ex- 
plosive is confidential, but the ingredients 
are procured largely from one chemical con- 
cern in this country. 

“8. As the law in such cases does not re- 
eve the officers of the government from re- 
sorting to advertisement for proposals fol- 
lowing the legislation Is submitted to meet 
the requirements of the case: 

Whenever proposals are invited for the 
furnishing of articles of ordnance property, 
the character of, which or ingredients thereof 
are of such nature that the interests of the 
public service would be injured by publicly 
divulging them, the chief of ordnance is 
authorised to purchase such articles in such a 
manner as he may deem most economical and 


efficient.” 
Wants Safeguards.

SAFEGUARDING SCHOOLS. 

The secretaty of the state board of 
health has done a wise thing in sending 
an open letter to local officials asking an 
immediate examination of school build- 
ings throughout the state. The covper: 
ation of mayors, village presidents, town- 
ship supervisors, and cunty commission- 
ers ia sought in an effort to make a Col- 
linwood disaster impossible in Illinois. 

The special ponts made by the secre 
tary are the necessity of having doors 
swing outwafd, the importance of non- 
combustible fire escapes, and the equip- 
ment of school buildings with fire alarm 
apparatus. Under powers conferred upon 
it by statute the state board of health 
authorizes the closing of all school build- 
ings, whether public or private, which are 
not provided with proper safeguards for 
the pupils. 

So far as the city schools of Chicago 
are concerned there is no reason for anxi- 
ety. They are equipped with safety de- 
vices. The pupils have been well trained 
in fire drill. The things desired by the 
state health board have long since been 
provided. 

But it is more than Ukely that in many 
places out in the state the precautions are 
not taken. The recurrence in a city of 
fires where life is endangered tends to 
keep the subject fresh. There is little 
danger of carelessness where the attention 
is kept fixed. It is in the emaller places 
where lack of care is to be expected. The 
picture of the burned Ohio building shows 
it a typical public school structure. What 
happened in it might occur in many an- 
other place under the same circumstances. 
The warning of the state board will have 
immediate effect in bringing about an ex- 
amination of conditions in Illinois, 

In how many Illinois school buildings 
do the doors swing out rather than in? 
In how many cases is the back door kept 
locked for greater ease of administration? 
In how many cases has the flre escape 
been omitted as probably needless? In 
what schools is there an effective fire 
drill? 3 

The interest in this last question is em- 
phasized by the report from Grand Rap- 


‘ids, Mich., where an overcrowded high 


school building was emptied of 1,200 stu- 


dents in two and a half minutes. The 


stairways of the building have been re- 
garded inadequate and the danger of 
panic has been more than once feared. 
But the signal for the fire drill was obeyed 
without question.and all the pupils retired 
in perfect order. 

The questions mentioned are to be asked 
everywhere in IIlinois. To have them 
answered is the purpose of the activity 
of the state board of health. It is a move 
ment in which every official appealed to 
should join heartily at once.

In addition to making suitable provision 
for the infirm and helpless it will be pos- 
sible to,meet the obligations under which 
the county stands with relation to its con- 
eumptives. 

About all that can be expected now by a 
dependent of the latter class is a place in 
which to die. Many are grateful that 
they can find even this. The extreme 
hopes of those who consider consumption 
curable may not be realized soon, but it 
is not asking too much of the authorities 
to suggest that where there is a fighting 
chance the cansumptive be given the ad- 
vantage of it.

The battleship fleet, so far as 
is possible in times of peace, is proving 
that nothing is. It conditions were re- 
versed—if the committee were at peace 
and the fleet in war—the demonstrations 
would be more practical and conclusive, 
but it will grieve no one that the belliger- 
ency is in the senate and peace is with 
the fleet. The academic fighting in the 
committee is serving a useful purpose, 
just as is the peaceful but practical dem- 
onstration of the ships. 

The fleet is proving the ability of its 
commanders, the discipline of its ctews, 
and the worth of its vessels in making its 
long trip around the continent, and while 
the senators debate the marksmen on one 
of the ships in the cruiser fleet at Magda- 
lena bay make twenty-five hits in twenty- 
five shots with an eight inch gun in four 
minutes and twenty-eight seconds.

for an explanation. The matter was smoothed 
over in consequence of the Prince d' Essling, 
president of the Cercle de la Mediterranee 
at Nice, being compelled to admit that there 
were no definite charges against De For- 
mosa. 

This tardy admission by the Prince d' Ess- 
ling has been followed by the sensation! ex- 
puision of De Formosa, who, when arrested 

the club, declined at fisst to furnish his 
dress to the „ on the ground that he 
was living with a friend, of the feminine per- 
suagion, whom he did not wish to com- 
promise The police, however, ineisted, 
made.a careful examination of all his papers, 


rand kept him under striet surveillance dur- 


ing the few hours that he was allowed to re- 
main while waiting the departure of (he ex- 
press train for Rome, the police 
to the Italian frontier. 

The Italian embassy at Paris not only de- 
clined to interfere in his behalf, but professed 
ignorance of the existence of any prince of 
Formosa, vouchsafing the additional re- 
mark that the French prefect of police and 
minister of interior had doubtless good and 
valid cause for their action.

The prince in taking his departure threat- 
ened all sorts of vengeance on the part of | 
the Italian government as soon as ever he 
reached Rome. But the Italian government 
has not stirred a finger in the matter, and 
it is doubtful whether we shall hear any 
more of the prince, unless he takes it into 
his head to seek pastures hew in the west- 
érn hemisphere. 

His arrest and expulsion are, it is said 
at Paris, due not merely to discreditable 
gambling transactions, but also to the al- 
leged discovery by the police that he had 


ne avowable means of livelihood and that 


he was interested in several. unsavory 
gambling hells. Both at the Cercle de la 
Mediterranee and at the Travelers’ club 
he had attracted a good deal of unenviable 
attention by his persistent good fortune at 
cards, which, so far as the French police 
have been able to discover, constituted his 
only means of livelihood. That ie why they 
deported him as an “ undesirable.”’ 

This can be done in France by mere min- 
isterial order, without any magisterial or 
judicial action, and the foreigner thug 
treated has no redress. It is only fair to 
add that when mistakes are made and the 
foreigner, who has been subjected to expul- 
sion is able to secure the intervention of his 
ambassador and governmert, or to prove in 
any other way that he hag been unjustly 
treated, reparation is invariably made. But 
in nine cases out of every ten, in fact, in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, the ac- 
tion of the prefect of police and of the min- 
ister of the interior proves to have plenty 
of cause and good ground, and no matter how 
much the expelled party may dluster at the 
time, and insist that he is the victim of pri- 
vate vengeance, France is well rid of him. 

— 


It ts understood that the expulsion of the 
prince of Formosa is merely the inaugura- 
tion of a species of house cleaning on tho 
part of Premier Clemenceau and the pre 
fect of police, who are determined to rid 
Paris of that horde of more or less authentic 
foreign nobles, who, with no avowable means 
of livelihood, depend upon their winnings at 
cards, upon the generosity of women of, 
questionable repute with whom they are fre- 
quently associated, and upon the chance of 
plucking the unwary in such a mannef as to 
deter the latter from taking any legal steps 
for redrese. Often good looking, dashing, 
and entertaining, they prey especially upon 
Americans visiting Europe for the first time, 
and who have rot yet learned to distinguish 
between the members of the real great world 
abroad and those who have nothing but 
sonorous titles to recommend them. 

Sometimes this exotic aristocracy con- 
tents itself with the money of its American 
victim, and sometimes, unfortynately, it 
succeeds in securing the hand and the fortune 
of the victim’s daughter. It was only the 
other day that an American woman, daugh- 
ter of one of the most historic houses of the 
United States, made the tardy, discovery 
that. while her husband's title was authen- 
tic, he was an ex-convict; and some have 
found that in addition to a criminal record 
the titles which their husbands bore were of 
no value whatsoever. 

There is no capital in the world here 
there i¢ such a large foreign colony of these 
titled adventurers and chevaliers d' industrie 
as in Paris, who as a general rule are never 
permitted to cross the thresholds of the 
embassies and legations of their various 
countries. Premier Clemenceau and the pre- 
fect of police in undertaking to rid the French 
capital of this form of pest are doing a good 
work, but it is a tall order. It recalls the 
cleansing of the Augean stable. 

— 


Lord Curzon, at the close of the parlia- 
mentary session, that is to say, in August

No one, therefore, is better qualified to 
observe and report on the workings of this 
treaty, which he has so severely condemned 
in the house of lords since the opening of 
the present session. It is possible that he 
may subsequently visit Afghanistan, where 
he has many friends, and where also prior 
to ‘becoming the viceroy of India he spent 
some wéeks at Cabul as the guest of the late 


Ameer.

ee of the nominees have not been 
received by the committee in whose hands 
the selection of the commission was placed, 
but because of the importance of the tnvesti- 
tation and the need for recognized traffic au- 
thorities it is prebable that none of the presi- 
dents will refuse. 

The nominations caused surprise from the 
fact that a general impression existed that 
the co on would be made up of experi- 
enced railroad men not now engaged in thé 
railroad business. All the candidates are 
active railroad men and presidents of the 
largest rail systems of the country. 

In the makeup of the commission represen- 
tation has been given to various terminal sec- 
tions, Mr. Tuttle representing New England. 
Mr. Hughitt Chicago and western roads, Mr. 
Finley the south and southwest, Mr. McCrea 
the middle west, and Mr. Elliott the north- 
west. 

It ts expected that the commission will 
conduct hearings fn railroad centers through- 
out the country and so become familiar with 
all conditions entering into and governing 


diem rate, but the members wil! be left free 
to conduct their investigations in their own 
way. President Hughitt was not in Chicago 
yesterday, and his attitude toward his nom- 
ination could not be learned. 


Wants Railroad Men Consulted. 


The kind of codperatlion between rail- 
roads and the people which will lead politi- 
cians and educators to consult railroad men, 
as well as their constituents, before legis- 
jating to forcé arbitrary and unjust rates 
upon the common carriers, was advocated 
yesterday by John C. Clair, industrial com- 
missioner of the Illinois Central, in an ad- 
dress before the Traffic club of Chicago at 
the weekly luncheon at the Grand Pacific 
hotel. 

“The politicians and educators would do 
well to confer with the railroad men con- 
cerning adjustment of rates before going to 
the people and their constituents,” said Mr. 
Clair. They should learn both sides of the 
question. If a man wishes the correct so- 
lution of a difficult mathematical problem he 
doesn’t go to the farmer, but to a professer of 
mathematics. While transportation ques- 
tions have entered largely into the life of 
our government and have provoked consider- 
able contention at times, there is no question- 
ing that the railroads are the forerunners of 
civilization and have made the United States

Pleads for a “Fair Show.” 


“The railroads brought the agricultural 
college to the farmer because they appre- 
ciated the fact that the farmer cannot go to 
the icultural college. The railroads do 
not Gesire unfair or exorbitant rates. They 
merely want enough to enable them to per- 
form their function in the nation and they 
should have such rates as will guarantee 
good road beds, firs{class equipment, fair 
dividends to stockholders, and a surplus fund 
for general improvements. Give them a fair 
show.“
